^coramunications for the Mt. At this stage, little information . 
Is available on the' technical aspects of Jho Gnippe as so far 
only one prominent member- of the 'Grnppe-f..;^pri^^ is -under 

interrogation. It ’-wid^tl^e'-apprQci^ that owing to this 

specialised nature of the wor^yof ,,thQ,^G-ruppe, information from 
other sources has been onl ^joi^v o f ra 1 linos. The prosoht 

summary', thoroforo, is' defibient in^many and those dofic- 

i/inf^op^pah ,-tnly bo roctifiod when mpro of the leading characters 
i^^ 'tho''--GTOppo‘‘havo boon arrested and interrogated. The lack of 
information is confined not only to tho technical sido of the 
Gruppo but also to its organiaati onal dovolopmont, information of 
which is still scanty. Tho main-purposo of this publication, 
therefore, is to give a broad outline of tho dovolopmont and work . 
of tho Gruppo and a list of tho personalities known to ha vo worked 
at some time for , tho Gpuppo. 



A. The Organisational Development - of Gruppo VI P. 



1. Tho Pofmation of 'Gruppo 



Tho origin of the technical dopartmont of Amt VI was a 
somowhat casual 'affair, and it 'should ‘be borno in mind that in tho 
original organisation of tho RSHAr, .l ;Amt I was .re sponsible, for tho 
.overall' provision! of technical' equipment' for th^ Whoio of tho 
RSHA, tho competent .Gruppo beii^ G:i;^pp,o under Stubaf RAUPP. 

The now Amt VI required' of c’bur so a W/T station to establish 
communteatiops ,-;With ,l.ts,.,ppo 3oc. tod'- repre sputa tiyoe^^ 
cou.ntrle-s->'^ and for this .roasbn a w/T up provi- 

ding a central rocoivipg, and;, tr,a'nsmitttngvS;tpti! 9 ,U.;<'ht. .Gruncwald. 

This department was a'purbly'. td'chrii'cal p’no mainly by civ- 

ilian technicians, .and was-,p, laced under . the control pf,\Gruppo VI B, 
sot up v/ith NAbJdCKS as 'GmipponToitor, tho Gruppo boing doscribed 
as a tochnical soction of tho Amt. 

I.t was on MUJOGKS-’b- sUggostion soction 

was set up' as ho forsaw. that a dopartmont Yfhich . intended to run 
its own agents would roquiro a s.oction' to provide the necessary 
materials. It...s,houid ho, romamborod too,-, that .the old Amt ,111/3 
of tho SB-HaUptardt"had ■'no corresponding so c-ti oh which could provide 
any basis for expansion, nor had NAUJOCKS any tochnical staff ' 
already at his disposal. Tho dovolopmont of tho Gruppo, thoroforo, 
was rathor haphazard arid it was not until mid“I9,4S-et^ it.;was 
finally ostablished as an important section of tho Amt, with any 
Gstablhshod organisation and v/holly defined functions.

2. The Early Eriterpr isos - tho Forging of Bank of England Notes; - 



The first .impetus given to tho Gruppo VI .B "came in tho 
shapo.Vof- ar request, .or rather a demand, from HEYBRICH that-' ’ 
NAUJOCKS should -proceed With tho manufacture of forged Bank of 
England notes t,o bo used in the invasion of Groat Britain. As 
can bo imagined, however, the Gruppo was quite incapable of 
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meeting this rlomand. without consldo rahl o preparation as no qualif- 
ied staff was available* To moat HEKDRICH's. insistent demands, 
therefore, NAUJOCKS. was- able to recruit for his department a. largo 
staff of civilian assistants mainly through the .DeutBchea- ATbeitBamU 
The whole energies Of the ...Gruppe wore dirdcto.d to tnis new. enter- 
prise not through enthusiasm for the work> but beoauso of •HEYDRICH ‘s 
Intolerant attitude* • By. the Summer, of 1940 • the. notes ..wore in • 
production on. some scale, but the results were not df high quality, 
and moreover, the notes were printed in denominations which made 
them prac-tically.,usoldBs, for the purpose for which tho.y,;Wore dn- 
tendod. 

3, The Dismissal of NAUJOCKS: -- , • / > ' " ■ 

As a result of this f al lure T ^AU JOCKS /wa s dismissed 
from his position as Grupponloiter in tM Mbumh of 1940,. In the 
first year of its oxisto'ncp;, therefore, the Gruppe hod achieved 
littlo of note, but the exporionco gained in the manufacture of 
the forged Bank. notes waa- to prove of some value when the Gruppe 
turned to the more routine task of preparing false identity docu- 
ments and- passports. Tho initial work on such forgeries was 
undertaken by Dr. LANOER, a tochnlcal hut eccentric specialist 
from Vlonha,.j.whom; NADJOdJES 'had 'rocrultod 'when the -Gruppo- was. first 
formed* : Mdantimo,-, as a result of NAUJOCKS ‘is dismissal, his deputy 
Stubaf PURHMANN acted as- Gruppo nl'o iter. .. The Gruppe, 'however, 
remained a small one and the period until tho Summer of 1941 can 
only be regarded as a period of training for tho Gruppe itself* 

4*’ ' The 'Organisation in 1941.* - 

By early 1941 a complete reorganisation of ; the' Amt v/as 
under consideration and reached the length of .being drafted on 
paper* ' This paper organisation dated early 1941 shows that 
Gruppo VI B was destined to become VI P with Stubaf Ri\UPP as 
Gruppenleiter and. Stubaf PURHI,tANN ah his- deputy. RAUPP-,- as 
mentioned in Para 1, was tho Gruppenleiter at that time of Gruppe 
I G and it is, not certain that ho over did in fact ho come. Gruppo n- 
leiter of VI P. It was not until later in tho year that tho 
re organ! eat ion- of Amt VI finally took place when Gruppo VI B did 
in fact hocomo VI P with, however, Stuhaf DOBRNER as- Gruppenleiter. 
The internal organisation. of tho Gruppe at that timo is uncertain 
hut it is prohahly that there wore - apart from the VV/T section 
at Wamsoo - at least three other soctione, one' dealing with Admin- 
istration, tho other tv/o ‘:dd;..iling v/ith Secret Inks under Dr. SCHAM- 
BERGER and the othor undor -Stuhaf KRUGER dealing -with forged 
documents. There is littlo indication,- however > the- -Gnippo was 
either active or officiant in its work at that time, tho--'vofy 
6pposi-to is in fact the- case if tho testimony of Dr. 'LANGER can 
ho taken as authentic. - ■ 

5« Reorganisation in Summer i9U2 :- v-’

The first ma jor i^eorgdnlsatibn . of -Glirappo Vi P took 
place in the Summer of 1942, ' the immodiato roaspn heihg- HIl^LER ‘s 
direction that the production of sabotage material should ho 
undertaken on more seriOus linos, and as VI P 3 had previously - 
been the source of such material for Amt VI, the- hew activity 
was centralised. in VI P. Side by side with this increased 
interest ' in -dahotago material was the- creation of a- now Roferat* 

VI P/O (Untornehmon OTTO ) which was created to deal With'' tho 
actual training of sabotage agents and which was also responsible 
for their despatch to various countrios. Untornehmon ' OTTO is 
dealt v/ith in detail in Part B, Paragraph 2. Tho creation of 
this Roforqt led to conflict, wlth.'.tho,: Laondorgrupp.eh afe- this - 
assignment to VI .P.;'.h3d the result that that Gruppo' cut across 
tho work of tho remaining 'Laendeigriippcn. ' 
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At the same time greater attention, was paid to the W/T 
-ipect of Amt VI work, and as the Amt. under SGHELLENBERG with the 
svipport of HIMMLER was at that time taking a now lease of life 
and greatly oxtentling its activities, more centralised and Q:xrpan- . 
dc-d W/T service became necessary. For this reason the Havol 
Institute whs created, becoming a separate reforat known from then 
on. as VI P (H). 

6. Organisational Structure of Gruppo VI P in lSk2 i~ 

Details of the organisational structuro of Gruppe VI P 
at this time are .not clear, and there appear to have been frequent 
modifications between 19k2 and the end of. 1943» The following chart 
Is however probably approximately corroett

The connection botv/oon VI . P. 2 and VI P 6 in the .above 
chart is not clear:- Stubaf GOTTLOB, loft the Gruppo 6n the course 
of 1S>43 to go on. a special mission to Portugal when the Referat 
was probably dissolvod. ' VI P 2 was' absorbed in August 1943 by 
VI P (H). . 

VI. P 7' was a now dop'arturo for the Gruppo: -the Referent 

Stubaf PEHSEL had been previously Referent VI A 8, which in the 
years 1940-42 represented the roforenco library of Amt VI« In 
April 1942 this library was transferred to VI P to become VI P 7 
with :?EHSEL as Referent and Hastuf LANGLOTZ as. his assistant, . The . 
library was finally transferred to"' Gruppo VI -G under KRALLERT at" 
the end of 1943* 

With this now reorganisation the Gruppo considerably • 
incroasod' in personnel, while VI P 3 and VI P 4 greatly, intensified 
their ov/n branches of work. The' activities of theso two Reforate 
are dealt with in Part B, paragraph 3 and 4» 

7. R eorganisation in September 1943 ;- 

The agent training undertaken by VI P .was stopped in 
September 1943^ the- sabotage functions passing to the new Gruppe

8., . Absorption of the Abwehr in Summer 19UU:- 



In the. Spring of 1944 Stubaf DOERl^ER was posted os Ic 
to an SS Corps on tho Eastern Pront. No Grupponlei tor was immed- 
iately appointed in his place as the fusion of ,tho Abwehr with 
Amt VI was at that time under consideration. When the absorpt- 
ion did take place Obe^stltn.-T feOENING of tho Abwehr was placod 
in Joint command of G ruppo_ yi‘ P ah'd~of . Abteilung Mil E and Mil G 
the spctioniB of the'- ^Abwelpr j cor^resobh'dihg to G’ruppo VI P in 
Amt- vi. The organisert-1^ of Gruppe VI P was not matorially 
affected, VT PI and VI P 2 being responsiblo for the Hovol Insti- 
tute, VI P 3 and 4 continuing their previous functions. 

Tho only subsequent modification was tho creation in 
ohe Spring of 1945 of a now Section, VI P (BPN), the Boschaoft- 
ungstollo fuor Nachrichtengeraet, a section un dor Hastuf STECKHAN 
whoso intended responsibility was the provision of intelligence 
apparatus to VI P (H) and Abt. Mil E.

1. The Havel Institute:- 

■ Wansoe Instituto 1939^-42 : . ' 

The Havel Institutb wa^ created in Sop t ember. if 1942 on 
the- orders, of .HIMLER himself as' tho general situation of Amt VI 
W/T communications was unsatisfactory. It became known a.s Roforat 
VI P (H) of Gruppe VI P. Pr.evlously the first Contra 1 receiving 
station of Amt VI had been sot up in’ December i939 at Grunewald in 
Berlin, at that time tho hoadquartors of Gruppe VI Bunder 
N.AUJOCKS. . Early in 1940 the W/T section of VI B transferred to . 
Wansoe and became known as tho Wansoo' Instituto-i' maintaining a 
comparatively small staff of technicians and nominally hnder tho 
control of NAU JOCKS. The staff of tho Institute under Oschaf 
W3RNER and a toleprint section under Hastuf REDLIN. 

b) Creation of the .Havol. Institute, in 1942:- 



The now Havel Institute created in 1942 was much extended 
in functions and personnel: the Letter of tho new Roforat was 

3tuba:^!i^I]^EN with .Hoetuf^CHAEPPNBR as his dopitty. The section 
took over a hew radio hbt-wbrk"*hamod 'Netz B*, a national network 
comprising all tho auxiliary W/T stations set up within the Reich, 
itself, in addition to tho alre'ady existing Netz ’A‘ which con- 
trolled tho foreign stations* In addition.^-sovon Abtoilungon 
v^ero sot up within tho Roforat itself, d'elhils ,of which aro''gtvQn 
below. SIEPEN remained in command until Decombor 19ii4 whon ho 
was replaced by Stubaf^AHROS.S, . but SCHAEPPNER r'dmained as deputy.

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c) W/T Stations In the B-Netz ;- 

The following W/T stations in Germany came under the 
control of the Havel Institute:- 

Near Berlin, acting as the atternative 
station for the Havel Institute itself, 
but also communicating with outstations 
in Norway* 

Near Danzig, communicating with Northern 
Europe. 

Near Prague and communicating with South 
West Europe and the Balkans. 

Station in Czechoslovakia communicating 
with the Balkans.

Near Nurenburg, responsible for communi- 
cations with Italy. 

In Bavaria. 

In Baden, responsible for conrouni cat ions 
with Prance and Western Europe. 

Apart from the recognised B-Netz described above, efforts wore made 
at the end of 19^ to sot up alternative VV/T stations to replace the 
Wansee station in case of the evacuation of Berlin. Stations were 

constructed at TE6ERNSEE in Bavaria and at HALL near Brunswick. 

A further station was constructed in 1945 on the Instructions of 
PAHROSS at GROSSGESCHWENDA in Thuringia. 

d) Schools Controlled by the Havel Instltute ;- 

In addition to being responsible • for the maintenance of 
Amt VI W/T communications, the Havel Institute also trained radio 
personnel and W/T. agents of Amt VI, to whom it supplied the necessary 
radio equipment. For this purpose 4 schools were maintained by the 
Havel Institute as follows;- 

Tho Lohnitz School,, near Potsdam 
The Harzburg School, near Braunschweig 
The Pansdorf School, near Luebeck 
The Wansee School in Berlin. 

In addition to running the above schools under its direct control, 

VI P (h) also supplied technical staff to the various schools run by 
the Laendergruppen themselves, such as the VI B schools at Paris,, the 
Hague, Stuttgart etc. 

e) Organisation of VI F (H) ;- 

The Havel Institute itself was organised into seven 
sub-sections covering the different functions which 'trhe Institute 
had to perform. Details of this organisation are given below.

c) Outside Organisations ; - 

In February 1943, Referat VI P/O extenddd its scope by 
the setting-up of three dependent organlaatibns through which its 
activities were; to be directed. Those wore the Dienstellen 1000, 
2000 and 3000.

This Stblle was set up in Belgrade in .March' 1943’ 'under 
Hastuf^EIHL and was based on the Balkans Abtelliiiig mentioned 
in paragraph b) above. .The Stello had tho function, of organ-!. . 
ising a stay-behlnd sabotage and resistanco .movement in the 
Belgrade arda. The ..Dianstelle 1000 however had only a brief 
period of existence 'and was soon dissolved.
